1. KOREAN DELOFF HANDLING CA AND CARIBBEAN AFFAIRS TOLD 
MISOFF OCT. 18 THAT KOREAN PERMREP PARK'S MEETING THIS WEEK 

WITH BARBADOS PERMREP WALDRON-RAMSEY HAD BEEN "GREAT SUCCESS". 
WALDRON-RAMSEY PROMISED TO SUPPORT FIRENDLY KOREAN RESOLUTION 
AND VOTE AGAINST ALGERIAN PROPOSAL. WALDRON-RAMSEY ALSO HINTED 
HE MIGHT EVEN CONSIDER CO-SPONSORSHIP OF FRIENDLY RESOLUTION. 
WALDRON-RAMSEY SAID THAT HE WAS "FURIOUS" WITH "PROVOCATIVE 
ACTIONS" OF NORTH KOREAN SOLDIERS AGAINST HIM AND HIS WIFE 
AT PANMUNJON DURING THEIR VISIT THERE LAST YEAR. 

2. COMMENT: GIVEN WALDRON-RAMSEY’S UNPREDICTABLE AND 
HIGHLY EMOTIONAL REACTIONS ON UN ISSUES (WE RECALL LAST YEAR'S 
GO- AROUND ON 25 PERCENT), WE CAN WELL BELIEVE THAT NORTH KOREAN 
INSULT RATHER THAN ANY LOBBYING WILL DETERMINE BARBADOS' VOTE 
ON KOREA. WE, THEREFORE, RECOMMEND THAT EMBASSY BRIDGETOWN 
REFRAIN FROM ANY FOLLOW-UP ON KOREAN ITEM AND WE 

RELY ON ROK MISSION HERE. KOREANS PARTICULARLY 
ENCOURAGED BY BARBADOS VOTE YESTERDAY IN UNGA PLENARY 
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AGAINST INSCRIPTION OF PRO-SIHANOUK ANTI-KHMER ITEM. 
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
